The Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany has awarded D. F. Donegan the 
contract for excavation for a new 
‘reservoir fer the hill section of the 
city, which will.be completed and ready 
for use before the first of June.

stated that the quantity of water used 
from the present hill-section reservoir 
daily is about 1,500,000 gallons and is 
increasing ry rapidly. When the 
City Water Company purchased the 
works of the Citizens’ Water Company 
one year ago.the consumption from this 
reservoir did hot exceed 1,000,000 gallons 
daily. It is expected the daily con- 


sunintion’ from it may reach 2 quantity : 


as high as 2,000,000 gallons during the 
coming summer. 

' The increase is accounted for by the 
fact that .since the improved water 
supply was brought about by the pur- 
chase of the works by the City Water 
Company nearly all the houses in the 
hill district which :were formerly un- 
tenanted are now occupied and, be- 
sides, there have been water services 
introduced into. about 250 néw houses’ 
in that locality. 

The new reservoir is to be constructed: 
where it will cover the site occupied’ 
“by the present reservoir on the west 
side cf Pearl street, and about 200 feet 
north of College street. 

The, elevation of high water in the old 
reservoir. is about 455 feet above sea 
level. High water in the new reservoir 
will have an elevation thirteen feet 
higher, which will materially improve 
the pressure in the higher portions of 
‘the hilt district.” 

The surface or ‘rca of the proposed 


reservoir will about 60,000 square 
will have a depth of twenty feet be- 
low high water mark. Its capacity will 
be 6,000,000 gallons. The reservoir will 
be excavated in the’ natural rock and 
the sides.and bot.iom will be coated 
with cement concrete. Provision will 
be made by’a system of sluice pipes 
to thoroughly scour and maintain the 
sidés and bottom of the reservoir in a 
perfectly clean condition. 

It has been found necessary to ‘build 
a very expensive concrete wall to a 
height of twenty-nine feet to form 
the southerly bank of the reservoir, as 
t was found by borin®s that an oia 
ravine existed on the proposed site of 
this bank. This-wall will have a thick- 
ness at its base of eight feet six inches 
and will taper to a width of two feet 
at its top, which will be two feet above 
high water. 

This wall is backed by a heavy earth 
embankment, and even if it were not 
so reffiforced it would, sustain a pres- 
sure equal to twice the normal pressure 
of the water. 

The reservoir will supply the district 
bounded on the west by Belmont ave- 
nue, on the east by Hill street, on the 
south by Seventh.street anl on the 
north by College street.

FOUGHT A MOOSE. 


A Terrific Struggle Near a Little 
¢ Canadian Lake. 


A Doctor in Danger from a Bull Mcose—Ne 


Picks Up a Smalier Friend and 
Makes Good His

(Chicago Journal:) Within thirty 
hours’ ride of Chicago, at Lake Temis- 
couta, a beautiful little sheet of water 
in the Province of Quebec, is one of 
the finest hunting-grounds in the world.

.S. A. Waldron testified that he had‘ 
kniown George Smith, the second: de- 
fendant, for several years, and had al- 
ways believed ‘thiat his reputation was 
good. Cc. E. J. White reiterated what 


Wahbdron said. 

Alva Johnson, upon taking the stand 
in his own défense, ‘testified as follows: 
“F-am one of the defendants in this 
case. I have lived in the Big Tejunga 
for ten years past. On the night of 
February 15 I left my feed yard in 
this oity, late in- the afternoon, with 
Willtfam Thompson, and arrived home 
o’clock.’’ 

“You were not at Roscoe on that 
night?” inqnired Attorney Trask. 

“No, sir; I was not. 

“You did not rob the train?’ 

“No, sir; I have never had a hand 
in any train robbery.’’ 

Continuing, lthe witness said: uy have 
a- family, consisting of my wife and 
five children, On the night of the rob- 
bery I drove a sorrel and a black horse, 
attached to a platform spring wagon. 
Both horses that I worked were shod 
on the front feet. As we drove home 
I passed the place where Haines 
camped, at least pass opposite to 
it, at about 9 o’clock in the evening.” 

On cross-examination the witness 
said that the distance from this city 
4 his place in the Big Tejunga was 

out twenty-five miles. He did not 
know where Thompson was, not having 
seen him since March 8. He had tried 
to find the man but was unable to do 

Smith had gone out to the Tejunga 
to work for Thompson, receiving as 
wages $10 per month. At one time $20 
‘had been paid to Smith. The witness 
remembered passing several teams on 
his way home that night, but could 
not recall just where he had met them. 
He had no overcoat except one that had 
been given him years before. This 
coat had a cape attached to it. As to 
spring wagons, he had sold several’ dur- 
ing the past few years in the course 
of his- feed-yard business. 

The cross-examination of Johnsor 
having been concluded, George Smith 
was sworn. “I reside at Alva 
-gon’s- “he said, “and on the n ght 
of. February 15 was in the house on the‘ 
ranch. I went to bed about 8 o’clock 
-and did not get up until morning. I 
stayed awake and read until 10 o clock, 
when Mr. Johnson ‘came home. The 
ve piece which I received from Mr. 
ohnson was the one which I showed in 
the saloon. I don’t know anything 
about the manufacture of gun-powder 
or dynamite, although I have used a 
great deal of giant powder. I spent 
part of the $20 for clothes, a part for 
meals and some for drink. The last 
time I saw Thompson was about Feb- 
ruary 20.’’

The politicfans of the country are in 
the saddle. This is no unmeaning 
‘phrase this year, for 1894 promises 
to eclipse in interest even a Presi- 
dential election. In fact, it promises 


. to foreshadow accurately the campaign 


of 1896. For this reason all the talent | 
of the various parties is already being 
brought to the front, prepared to jump 
into‘the breach which partisan strife 
will engender, and, primed a mass 
of campaign material growing out of 
the silver, the tariff and the Hawalian 
contro of the past year. 

\Local issues will be merged in those 


created by the leaders of the nation, 


as over twenty Senators are to be 
chosen by the legislatures which are 
to be elected this year, and an entirely 
new .House of Representatives is to 
be voted for, a change in the complex- 
ion of the legiislative branch of the 
country lies in the balance. In the foal- 
lowing summary no detailed mention 
is mrade of the Congressional elections, 
but these take piace in ail of the 
States. on -November 6.

There were many kinds of goldfish, 
and, with the exception of Mike, all 
look alike. Mike differs not only from 
goldfish, but from all other live fish. 
He wears no dorsal fin. Years ago a 
live fish without a dorsal was dis- 
covered and watched carefully while 
it lived. When “dead, his body was 
stiffed and put in a museum. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Woodson—who ought to 
know, for he is charge of the new 
aquarium in Battery Park—it was 
never believed that a fish could live 
and swim without@ fin like the dorsal.

When. hé swings his right 
front fin the others run to their cor- 
ners. They are afraid of those fins, 
which are constantly in motion and 
are very strong. Together, these fins 
balance Mike in the water, but do not 
hold him in a horizontal position, as 
other fishes choose to be held at times, 
When swimming he moves with his 
| head downward, and when rising to 
the surface he appears with his tail at 
the top. The two small fins under his 
neck move as fast as the blades of a 
centrifugal snowplow in a Northern 
New York cold spell.

Within the past one piaibeen years 
the economic conditions of American 
life have been gradually changing, and 
in this change, without doubt, can be 
found one of the strongest. reasons for 
the industrial depression and the gen- 
eral spirit of unrest which is every- 
where so prevalent: The great trouble 
at present is the lack of individualism 
and the drifting together of the masses. 
“Men ‘live in cities as in drifts,” and 
this herding instinct is stronger than 
the home instinct. . Men prefer the 


to gre-ter independence in what they 
are pleased to term “the loneliness of 
the country,’ and so we find large 
numbers of our native-born population 
even living in tenement-houses or in 
miserable homes, oftentimes lacking } 
many of the comforts and all the e¢le- 
ganctes of life, existence a- bitter, 
weary struggle against want, the one 
recompense to-them for it all being 
found’ in the fact that they titty.

In addition to geology, which would 
give language to the very soil, let the 
farmer-boy be taught zoology and 
botany, ‘physiology and entomology and 
ornithology, and what a world of liv- 
ing interest he would find‘about him. 
Broaden farm life by education so 
that the young farmer of the future 


in running brooks, tongues in trees. 
and God in everything, and the disen- 
chantment in regard to farm life will 
soon disappear and agricultural pur- 
Suits will grow in popular favor with 
our young men of education and we 
shall soon retrace the steps which, in- 
dustrially, we have taken in a back- 
ward direction, and which have helped 
to lead us away from, prosperity and a 
healthful national life. 

What we need then is an upheaval 
in our public school system. As says 
BE. P. Powell in the March number of 
the New England Magazine, ‘‘As the 
schoo's are so are the people. We 
have quite passed the point where we 


farmer must. insist that the tendency 
of the school shall not be to take his 
children from the farm, unsettle the 
home instinct, unfit them to be happy 
agriculturists and turn them over 
in a ceaseless tide ame shop-keepers 
and traders. 

“In all ways we should aim to make 
the farm the brightest and most intel-. 
lectual home; we should carry there 
what we have concentrated in cities 
and towns. We are at the dawn of a 
distributive age. Electricity will, as a 
power, be easily carried to a distance. 
It also carries knowledge everywhere 
.at a trifling cost. . But at pres- 
ent’ the one practical and all-impor- 
tant point is to have in our common 
schools a curriculum of study that will 
make our children acquainted with 
land and what is on the land; an edu- 
cation that unfolds the nature of soils, 
and the wonders of life in and on the 
soils, and while bewitching them with 
the everlasting unfoldings of such 
‘$tudiés, makes it possible for them to 
master their foes and receive the bene- 
fit of insect, bird and plant friends. 
| This done, no occupation can compare 
| with farming for its charms and ad- 
vantages.”’ 

Thus we see that. farming interests 
are of no slight importance in the 
economy of a republic. If all of our 
unoccupied lands were cut up into 
small farms, and upon each one were 
placed an intelligent farmer, loving his 
work, and tilling his acres according 
to the most approved scientific meth- 
ods we should hear nothing more of 
‘industrial armies’’ on the march— 
there would be work _ enough for all, 
and prosperity for the whole people. 
The farmer, by his intelligence, would 
maintain the honor of his calling and 
his happy, healthful children would be 
loath to exchange the free, progressive 
life of the farm, with its countless 
avenues for enjoyment and pleasure, 
for the cramped and crowded life of 
the large’ city. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


The fitting testimony which has been. 
paid by ‘Pasadena to the memory of 
“Father” Throop, who recently died 
there, brings to mind the excellent 
work which was done by that gentle- 
man in founding am institute, the chief 
feature of which is the teaching of 
manual training. This is the first at- 
tempt which has been made in this- 
section to introduce a branch of edu- 
cation which has become deservedly 
| popular throughout the East and Eu- 
| rope. There is little doubt that man- 
ual training will be the key-stone of 
practical education, in the future. 
. Wonderful advances have been made 
in our system of education during the 
past quarter of a century. Those of 
us who have reached middle age re- 
“member how crude the educational 
system was when we were boys. The 
text-books’ were unattractive and the 
,entire system of teaching seemed to 
‘aim more at hammering a certain 
‘amount of knowledge into the juve- 
‘nile brain. by main~force. rather than 
, to make the path of learning attrac- 
itive. The kindergarten was unknown 
‘and physical culture had been 
connection with the 
;schools. In the more advanced classes 
‘the English idea, which made Latin 
and Greek the foundation of -higher 
education, still prevailed. Since that 
time methods of educating’ children 
from infancy to manhood ' have been 
so developed that many consider that 
ys have arrived very near perfection. 

s far as our system of higher educa- 
tion in the colleges is concerned this 
is no doubt true. At the present: time 
it is within the power of any industri- | 
ous young American, however poor he 
may be, to obtain aw education that. 
twenty-five years ago would have been 
beyond the reach of any but the very 
wealthy, and in many respects. not even 
available to them. As to the common 
school system, however great the im- 
provements have ‘been, there, are some 
weak points about it, to ‘which we have 
recently referred. That system would 
be vastly’ improved were a regular 
course of manual | training introduced 
in the’ schools,°as has been done in 
many places in the East. With. the 
multiplication -of coHeges and-universi-- 
ties we Rave gone far enough in giv- 
ing young men- women ‘a ‘chance 
to obtain.a higher education. What 
is needed now is a system ‘of education 
that will properly arm children for 
the stern battle of*life, which all but 
a very small’ portion ‘ot them 
called upon to wager after they ‘leave 

school. Such a system is that of 
manual training, which was introduced 
in Pasadena by the late, Mr. Throop 
and. which .proved a great success.

Citizens of Califor-- 
nia who are interested in this subject 
are invited to furnish any information 
which will be of assistance in present- 
ing facts to the Congress, which will 
impress that body, with the importance 
of an irrigation system for the arid 
lands of the West. It is especially de- 
sirable that there shall be no unneces- 
sary delay in pushing this work for- 
ward, as the schemers and speculators 
who are figuring to get control of the 
lands, through ‘the States and Territo- 
ries; are very hard at work, and hav- 
ing so much at stake will certainly 
leave no stone pnturned to effect their 
purpose.

Nowhere on the confines of civiliza- 
tion, and away from savage attack,

MEDICAL-INSTINCTS IN ANIMALS, 


Dogs, Cats and Cows Have Been Observed 
With Advantage by Physicians. 
Animals get rid of their parasites by 
using dust, mud, clay, etc. Those suf- 
fering from fever restrict their . diet, 
keep quiet, seek dark, airy places, 
drink water and sometimes plunge into 
it. When a dog’ has lost. its appetite, 
says the Philadelphia Record, it eats 
that species. of grass known as dog’s 
grass, which acts as an emetic and a 
purgative. Cats also eat grass. Sheep 
‘and cows when ill seek out certain 
herbs. An animal suffering from 
chronic rheumatism always keeps. us 
far as possible in the sun. The warrior 
ants have ands organized ambu- 
lances. Latrelle cut ‘the’ attenae of an 
ant, and other ants came’ and covered. 
the wounded part with a transparent 
fluid secreted in their mouths. “When. 
an animal has a wounded leg or an 
arm hanging. on it completes the ampu- 
tation by means of its teeth. A dog 
being stung on the: muzzle’ by a viper 
was observed to plunge its- head .re- 
peatedly for-several days into running 
water. This..animal eventually recov- 
‘ered. A terrier«hurt its right eye. It 
remained under a counter, avoiding 
light and heat, although it habitually 
kept close to the fire. It adopted a gen- 
eral treatment—rest and abstinence 
from food. The local treatment con- 
sisted in licking the upper surface cof 
the paw, which it applied to the 
wounded eye. Animals suffering from 
tranmatic fever treat themselves by 
the continued application of cold water, 
which M. Delauney considers to be 
more certain than any of the other 
methods. In view of these interesting 
fects we are, he thinks, forced to admit 
that hygienne and therapeutics as prac- 
ticed by animals may, in the interests 
of physiology, be studied with advan- 
tage. Many physicians have been keen 
observers of animads, their diseases and 
the methods adopted by them in their 
instinct to cure themselves, and have 
availed themselves of the knowledge so 
finder their observation in 
their practice. 


~"Telephoning to Mars. | 
‘Mr. Preece, the electrical engineer of. 
the London General Postoffice, has, for 


the past ten years been engaged study- 


ing the question of transmitting elec- 
tricity without conducting wires, and 
a week ago. he laid before the Society 
of Arts some Of the latest results he 
has achieved. Electricity, he explained, 
is analogous to healt, light, and other 
phases of. energy, which travel by 
means of rapid vibratory waves. A 
red hot poker dissipates its heat, not 
only by conduction aiong the metal it- 
seif, but aiso by radiation extending 
in all directions through space, quite 
independent of any conducting tmatte- 
rial. What at one time was regarded 
as the results of leakage in the tele- 
graph Wires is now proved to be elec- 
tro-magnetic induation, or radiated 
waves passing outward through space.: 
Between Durham and Darlington, par- 
allel telegraph poles, ten and a half 
miles apart, had been found sensitive 
to each other’s currents, and distinct 
speech could be carried on at a dis- 
tance of a quarter of a mile simply 
by means of the radiant waves of | 
electricity sent off from wires.

BRAZILIAN POLITICAL METHODS. 


The Notes of a Scientist Who Went to Ob- 
serve an Eclipse.

In 
transporting them the vehicle goés 
at a slow pace, and the quietest streets 
are chosen. Policemen know it when 
they see it, and sign to other vehicles 
to keep out of. the way. : 

' The artilleryman goes to a place spe- 
cially arranged for the exploding of 
bombs near the fortification wall. With- 
in it is a square formed of banks of 
earth four yards thick and an hydraulic 
machine for forcing open the explosives.

There were always several 
short stories, poems, a page of ‘the 
bright sayings of chiidren and another 
of puzzles. Once in a while there wag 
a continued tale, but ‘they were not 
long. Really a volume of the Liéttle 
Pilgrim would surprise chfidren who 
are accustomed to wonder what their 
parents did for reading when they 
Were little. 

In the matter of paying for articles, 
the Little Pilgrim was much like pres- 
ent pubtications. Authors set their 
own prices on what was generally 
dered. Friends of Grace’ Greenwood 
delighted to send voluntary contribu- 
tions, and very often a budding genius,- 
who would have been quite content 
to simply see her matter in print, wag 
surprised with payment. ‘
